Thank you for your postcard query of last October about my records 
for the Auten family. I have delayed far too long in replying. It arrived just 
aS we were moving south for the winter. 


About a dozen or so cousins and I have been tracing the descendants 
of our common ancester, John Slutz (1757-1833) of Maryland and Ohio. While we 
have found a large number of descendants (John had 18 children, 14 of whom had 
descendants), we have been unable to discover any antecedents, or siblings, of 
John or his two wives. 


John's first wife, Margaret Howe, had four children before she 
died in 1789. Margaret's fourth child was named Margaret. She married John 
McCreary in Tuscarawas County, Ohio, in 1810, and had 10 children. Her tenth 
and last child was Reason McCreary (1833-1869). Reason moved to Indiana and 
married Mary Ann Hulley in 1867. Reason had two children before he died. His 
daughter, Sarah Catherine McCreary (1868-1943), married twice. Her second hus- 
band was David AUTEN, with whom she had four children: Clara Ellen, Polly Anna, 
Lottie L., and Virgil Glen. 


That completes the trail of how I arrive at the McCREARY-AUTEN 
connection. I am not an AUTEN descendant, but I and my cousins would welcome 
any data you can provide about this branch of the AUTEN clan. I enclose family 
lists and family group sheets. As you can see, I lack quite a bit of informna- 
tion about Sarah Catherine's second family, and I hope you can help fill in 
some of the gaps. 


If you are in touch with any of Sarah Catherine's descendants, 
perhaps they would be interested in her Slutz-McCreary ancestry as described 
in this material. While we have the name of John McCreary's father, James, 
that trail stops there, too.

I have learned much about the Sparks brothers from the Sparks 
Family Association of Louisville, Ky. 

As you can see in the above, there are too many question marks. 
These facts still have to be run down. I'm hoping you may have some 
of the answers. 

Have also gathered up many family stories, the sum total of 
which indicates the early McCrearys were a strange mixture of angels 
and devils. Or maybe it just means they were just human. Shrewd, 
ruthless and unrelenting in their dealings with business competitors, 
on the other hand they were given to donating large sums of money 
and property to church and civic organizations. They McCrearys "ran" 
the three tovmships in the northeast corner of Tuscarawas county from 
the early 1800s to about 1940. The area was Imown locally as the 
"McCreary Quadrant." They controlled everything political, financial 
and social with an iron hand. No one ran for public office without 
the financial and political backing of at least one of the McCreary 
families. As an illustration, I can recall visiting, with my mother, 
one of her McCreary relatives. -She went to see him for advice on a 
legal matter. He assured her it would be taken care of to her satis- 
faction. I remember she wasn't convinced and with a worried look 
asked, “Are you sure the sheriff will do that?" To which Mr. McCreary 
replied softly, "Madam, we own the sheriff." 

There are other stories more on a personal note, some good and 
some bad but all, I think, interesting to a McCreary descendant. 

I'm looking forward to hearing from you and if you wish to ex- 
change information, I am willing.

James G. Leyburn, emeritus 
professor of sociology at Washing- 
ton and Lee University, in his 
treatise on the Scotch-Irish in 
America, stated that in the mid- 
eighteenth century several forces 
caused a wave of migration of 
Scotch-Irish to America: economic 
depression, rising rents when long 
leases came up for renewal, six 
years of drought resulting in de- 
pression in the flax industry and 
soaring costs of food, a destructive 
sheep disease, severe frosts, and 
finally a smallpox epidemic - al] 
heaped upon Queen Anne’s preju- 
dicial treatment of Presbyterians. 
The migration began in 1717. Af- 
ter the initial wave, the pull 0 
America began to exert more f- 
fect than the push from northern 
Treland. 

Land was cheap and plentiful 
here, and opportunities were 
boundless. Five great waves 
brought a quarter million Ulster 
Scots to America through 1775. 
The second wave probably includ- 
ed among them James McCreary 
(b.c1735 d.cl1811). According to 
Professor Leyburn, the usual mi- 
gration path was Pennsylvania to 
western Virginia and later to Ohio 
or Kentucky. That typical pattern 
was repeated by McCreary. 

The immigrant McCreary mar- 
ried in America and had twelve 
children. When the fourth child, 
John Clark McCleary (b.22 Jul 
1769), came of age he made his 
way from the back country of Vir- 
ginia to Redstone Pennsylvania 
on the Monongohela River. He, 
like other young men at the 
threshold of the mighty Ohio Riv- 
er, found work in river commerce. 
He made seven trips to New Or- 
leans and five of those times he 
walked the entire distance home. 
He survived all that wiser and 
$1400 richer. It was the stake he 
needed to buy land. 

When the Zanesville Land Of- 
fice opened in 1804 shortly after 
treaties with the Miami Indians, 
John with his unmarried sister 
Margaret and brother William 
and his family, built a cabin and 
entered land on Indian Fork of 
Connotton Creek in what is now 
Tuscarawas County, Ohio. John 
was a powerful man, six feet tall, 
a millwright and farmer. He was 
on friendly terms with the Indi- 
ans, but it was “other parties" 
who caused him to lose his first 
land soon after he improved it. He 
had loaned much of his money 
and wasn't able to collect when 


his payments came due. 

In time, with hard work and 
perseverance, he was able to buy 
another farm in Fairfield 
Township. By the time he felt se- 
curely settled he was an "old 
bachelor", a status he would 
change the 28th of October 1810 
when he married Margaret, 
daughter of John Slutts. John and 
Margaret had ten children: 
Catherine Margaret; James; John 
and his twin; Nathan McGrew; 
William Slutts; Elizabeth; Rosan- 
na; Sarah Ann; and Reason Peter. 

William S. and Reason P. end- 
ed up here in Owen County. 
William married Nancy Hitter, 
daugh 

saat eaten married Sarah ah 
(Miller) Holley. /Y2_ 

William S. McCreary (18 
1906, son of John and Margaret 
(Slutts) McCreary), and his wife 
Nancy (1826-1923, daughter of 
George and Martha (Busby) Rit- 
ter), were highly esteemed Owen 
County ancestors. (The preferred 
spelling of the name was Mc- 
Crary, but both spellings were 
used). 

William, born in Tuscarawas 
County Ohio, helped his father on 
the farm until 1846 when he trav- 
elled down the Ohio River to 
Madison, came by train to Colum- 
bus, the end of the line, and pro- 
ceeded on foot to Owen County 
where he entered one of the last 
remaining parcels of government 
land in Lafayette Township. It is 
said he made seven trips back to 
Ohio on foot. Eventually he im- 
proved his land, moved to a farm 
of 400 acres, held offices of public 
trust, was a founder and leader of 
Pleasant Hill Church; and earned 
a reputation as a man of firm con- 
victions, conservative, tolerant, 
and amiable. 

William and Nancy's children 
were: Margaret (b. 1853) who 
married Henry C. Long; Martha 
Elizabeth (b. 8 Feb 1854 - d. 27 
Feb 1934) who married Robert A. 
White; William M. (b. 4 Jan 1856 - 
d. Nov 1915) who married Martha 
E. Wark; Letitia (b. 1858) who 
married George S. Lucas and 
moved to Kansas City; George R. 
(b. 5 Dec 1859 - d. 18 Jun 1946) 
who married Anna M. Tritsch and 
died in Nebraska; Daniel V. (b. 16 
Nov 1861 - d. 6 Jun 1898 killed by 
a bolt of lightning) who married 
Julia Lovisa Benedict and died in 
Iowa; Nathan (b. 1864) who mar- 
ried Ida Charlotte Mow and 
moved to Montana; Lucy Belle (b. 
27 Jun 1865 - d. 22 Jan 1938) who 
married William Heenan Need; 
and John (b. 8 Oct 1867 - d. 16 
Apr 1935) who married Edna 
Strouse and died in California. 

Nancy lived to be nearly 97. 
William was 82. Their descen- 
dants included Olive, Ella, and 
Everet LONG; Nannie Belle, John 
T., Robert P., William W., George 
F., Claude V. (mrd. Susan Mable 
Williams), and Pierce A. (mrd.
